In all 
cases the bombs were elther 
home-made or old British army 
material. They failed to explode 
efficiently. sa 

The Reds then struck at 
Malaya’s chief = dojlar-carncr. 
‘They burned a number of small 
rubber warehouses. Their biggest’ 
success was the’ Aik Hoe, Chinese 
owned rubber factory where more 
than US$4,000,000 of the vital 
war material went up in smoke. 

About this time the | authori- 
ties closed two Chinese schools 
in which they had found Com- 
munist literature. The schools 
were later’ allowed to reopen bub 
pro-Communist students, boys 
and girls, were banned.

Shortly after he received a se- 
cond Ictter. It  -warned him 
against double-crossing and ask- 
ed for the money. The merchant 
fearing harm, to himself, family 
and business, paid up. 

There is no ‘estimate of the 
amount of money derived by the 
Communist Party in ‘this manner, 
Observers believe it must be 
considerable 

Chinese merchants say if they 
refuse to meet the demands their 
premises may be bombed or 
burned down. To get police pro- 
tection for their shops, houses 
and: for themsclves fs out of the 
augstion, they say. 

To the Chinese, Communism in 
Singapore and Malaya is an un- 
seen terror that may strike. at 
any moment. They choose to as- 
pease. it rather than run the 
risk’ of catastrophe to life and 
property.—Associjated Press.

The “British Solicitor-General, 
Sir Frank Soskice, has submitted 
a resolutfon recommending “that 
where the question of the repre- 
sentation of a member State 
urises In consequence of internal 
processes or changes which have 
taken ploce in the state, the right 
of a Kovernment to represent the 
member state concerned in the 
United Nations should be recog- 
nised if that government exercises 
objective control and authority 
over all or nearly all the national 
territory, and has the obedience 
of the bulk of the population of 
that territory in such a way that 
this . control, authority and 
obedience appear to be of a per- 
manent character.”

States, sald that-there was little 
to commend the viewpoint that,

“It _scems to me,” he sald, “that 
common sense compels the con-.

Gross said that one question 
which might be taken into con- 
sideration was whether the pceo- 
ple freely aceepted either or both 
regimes. 

“If one regime upholds the 
United Nations and the other re- 
gime defies it, if one condemns 
aggression and the other supports 
aggressions, I do not sce how 
morality and justice would permit 
one utterly to disregard these 
facts and ignore them as irrele- 
vant,” he added. 

He sald he had not had the 
t'me to cofisider the British reso- 
lution and reserved the right to 
comment on It later. 

Mr. Semyon Tsarapkin, Soviet 
Union, maintained that only the 
Government which exercised 
effective authority over a state 
could Issue credentials. 

Participation of the Chinese 
Communist, Government in the 
United Nations was absolutely 
essential to strengthen interna- 
tlonal co-operation for peace and 
security, he said. .
